RURAL POWER DEVELOPMENT | 
FOR WAINWRIGHT 3 


Notwithstanding the fact that by this time next week 
the Government may or may not be in the electrical bus- 
iness, much credit is due the officers and members of the 
North Wainwright Rural Electrification Association for 
their efforts thus far. 

There has been an urgent need for rural electrification 
in the Wainwright district for many years. It has been 
through the co-operative activities of the residents of 
the area north of Wainwright who have. taken the ini- 
tiative to bring the proposed scheme thus far, At the pre- 
sent time, installation.as we understand it, is scheduled 
to take place some time in 1949. During the last meeting 
called to discuss the possibilities of rural electrification, 
one or two new areas were discussed and from reports 


heard since the meeting, it is possible that these areas 


will become operative under the plan maybe the same 
time the North area is electrified. 


There are many advantages of rural electrification | 


which should give determination to all farmers living 
adjacent to the power lines that they will automatically 
become a power user. Nothing increases the value of the 
farm as much as being served by electricity. Farm values 
im the district are bound to increase if and when this 
new t comes. into effect. 

Some concern has been felt recently for the number of 
farm youth who are leaving the land in search of easier 
occupations. It is possible that rural electrification will 
supply the answer to this. With electricity on tap much. 
of the chore of everyday farming is reduced qnd in some 
instances completely abolished. Here are some of the 
benefits which become possible when farms are served 
by electrical energy, water pressure systems, cooking 
with electric stoves, electric milkers, refrigeration, elec- 
tric lights and many others. 

From what we have learned the rates proposed in the 
Wainwright district compare very favorably with the 
rates charged in town. This is something which we are 
delighted to see. Rural electricity is a needed servant, 
but it is needed at a price that all ean afford to pay. 

So we take off our hats to the farmers who are contem- 
plating installing electricity when the power passes their 
door, and our admiration is keen for those people who 
have worked, and for that matter are still working, to 
bring rural electrification to the farmers of the district 
at the earliest date. May success be theirs. 


GET OUT AND VOTE . 
Tuesday, August 17th, 1948, will be the day for every 


citizen in the Province of Alberta to march to the polls ,

Because the Canadian miller must 
pay the $2 a bushel price, too, it ap- 
peared there would be a sudden rise 
‘in the price of bread, It was indicated 
however, that the government plans 
to implement its current drive again- 
et prices with a flour subsidy which 
will allow the miller to buy his 
flour requirements at the usual price. 

And although the Canadian farm- 
er will get more money for his pro- 
duct, it wag announced by the Dom- 
inion bureau of statistics last week 
that Canada’s wheat crop this year 
will not be as large as in the previous 
year, With a lighter crop his income 
will not be as great as at first ex- 
pected, 

Ironically, too, the bureau reported 
that wheat still was urgently needed 
in the world, especially in Durope 
which will make substantial imports 
of wheat this year. To get these im- 
porta they may have to turn to Arg 
entina and the United States where 
the farmers were harvesting a near- 
record crop with substantial’ quant- 
ities available for export at unfixed 


market prices, 
farmers, too, like other 
Ca producers, were bound to 


be affected by the second request 
since last March for freight rate inc 
reases by the Canadian railways. 
Applications were made in Ottawa 
last week for an interim 15-per-cent 
increase and a permanent 20-per-cent 
increase in haulage rates on top of a 
21-per-cent increase already granted.

IS YOU AND ME 


The word capitalism and its softer 
alternative, free enterprise, have 
been batted around for 80 long by 
agitators and well-meaning folk 
that we have mental pictures of the 
terms—pictures of soulless indivi- 
@uals or of great de-humanized cor- 
porations that have no thought for 


vou. or me, The fact is that the large 


part of all enterprise is you and me 
and is no better and no worse than 
ourselves. 

The eager and ambitious men and 
women who yearn for individual free- 
dom in their work, and find it in 
@mall undertakings of their own, are 
the very heart of free enterprise, The 
great industrial empires stem back 
to some individual who had a vision 
of his own, and wanted to try it out 
and win or lose on his own. But we 
have gone on from there. In growing 
larger we have assumed that the 
once fine little business has lost all 
its fineness and become careless and 

So we will control it. But, can 
we do it and still leave other men 
and women to dream and to imple- 
ment their dreams free from inter- 
ference? It is the little business that 
is of 90 great importance, 

Consider manufacturing industry 
as an instance, It is, supposedly, the 
nub of free enterprise. Over 70 per 
cent of all such industries in Canada

And just as Mr. King prepares to 
hand over his party’s leadership to 
some younger man, the leader of the 
opposition, John Bracken, also mak- 
es similar preparations for the Pro- 
gressive Conservative party. The P. C. 
convention in Ottawa will follow the 
Liberal convention by a few weeks. 

Both conventions—the one this 
week and ‘the P.C. gathering at the 
end of August—will have political 
repercussions over the entire Domin- 
ion, to be consummated in a new gen- 
eral election ‘before the Liberal gov- 
ernment's term runs out in 1950.

carry on such procedures. With the 
limited funds at our disposal, nam- 


el the receipts of the annual Christ- 
mas Seal Sale, we have no choice but 


to follow the above-mentioned prac- 
tice. We might tell you, however, 


mat we are prepared to go a consid- 
f erable way in supplying, for eg: the 
y tuberculin patch tests necessary for 
» the program we have described, to 

any hospital that is willing to under- 
take to X-ray the reactors to the 


tuberculin test, at a nominal cost to 


those X-rayed. 


This procedure has not yet been 
adequately proved in Alberta, though 
we have convincing cvidence from 
other points that it is a valuable 
diagnostic procedure. 

We are now negotiating with your 
local hospital and we have little 
doubt that we will be able to be of 
assistance to them in establishing 
this program. Your interest and your 
editorial comment have been noted 
with gratitude,
